WHAT KIND OF SOCCER 
DO SPECTATORS 
APPRECIATE? 


(By Sirius.) 


The question has often arisen 
in my mind as to what kind of 
Soccer spectators appreciate. 

Take a game which, though 
evenly contested, is scoreless. To 
my mind, such a game would pro- 
vide more thrills, than a three or 
four goal draw. 

The latter match would show 
that, although the attack of both 
teams was strong, the defence of 
the opposition in each instance 
was inferior. 

Take the match played out as 
a scoreless draw. Such a game 
undoubtedly reveals teams evenly 
matched in all departments, with 
resultant spectacular play. 

Then we can take a match, with 
the result one to nil. This may 
also provide many brilliant pass- 
ing rushes and dazzling move- 
ments. 

There is: not the least doubt 
that the average spectator looks 
to the scoring capabilities of adept 
exponents to provide the thrills. 
In this direction the adoption by 
the International Board of Great 
Britain of the new off-side rules 
jin which it is only necessary to 
have two opponents in front of e 
player to be on-side, will act bene- 
ficially in providing the opportun- 
ity for forwards to dash goal- 
wards and score.
